which their enemies would agree, The 
statement cabled that Premier Vi- 
Vania's speech at Guerat may be re- 
garded as the official replies of Great 
Britain and France to what are con- 
sidered in have been Germany's and 
Austria's balloons des hal. Demo- 
cratic govern nis like those of 
Vrance and Grear Britain could not 
carry on a war if unsupported by 
public opinion in their countries, In 
the circumstances it was thought to 
be of interest to consult some repre- 
sentative men whose lop ons might 
jusly be regarded as crystallizing 
public opinion In the country aa dis- 
tinet from the views taken in official 
circles, 

All those questioned are men of 
fhe -world In the ‘best sense of the 
word, with wide social and Nuginess 
interests and opportunities of infor- 
mation an’ discussion all of which 
factors covtribute to the value of 
their view: 

Diaw Would Mean Armgt Peace, 

J. A. (Bryce. M.P., formetiy Enst 
Indin merchant, traveller, bank and 
railway director, s¢ t~«- 

Everything depe nds on the inter- 
detion of so many factora—milltary, 
political and ‘eenonomic-—that the 
opinion of anv individual ean have 
little Value, but personally, 7 am iIn- 
clined to think that Jacob H, Sehiff 
waa not far out in his recent estimate. 
A draw would settle nothing. It 
would not mean peace, but merely a 
truce, or rather an armistice during 
which each side would strive to 
strengthen its forces for the renewal 
of the struggle and would in the long 
run be far more exhausting and more 
disastrous to the world than a fight 
to the finish now. TH Furope was an 
armed ump before the war what 
would it be during such an armistice? 

“Pinal settlement seems to hing 
mainly on the action of the German 
people. If under defeat it revolis 
against the Hohen®ollerns and the 
military caste and obtains controt of 
its own destiny, then there is a pros- 
pect—iRdeed, most a certainty— 
under the revival of the moral forces 
normal in a modern democracy of lis 
discarding forever the poisonous pa- 
ganism into which it has been dra- 
gooned for a century and a hal’, 

Must Cut Their Wings. 

“In that happy event the = allies 
might be content with comparatively 
easy terms so long as adequate in- 
demnities were given and fair play 
allowed to the principle of national 
ity. But in the absence of such a 
revolution, which IT look upon as gly- 
ing the only hope of enduring peace, 
the terms must be more drastic, A 
conqueror cannot, nawadays, unless 
he permanently occupy It dictate to 
a conquered country how it shall be 
governed. and if the Hohenzollerns, 
who have disregarded all treatios, are 
to remain in power, the only ‘course 
is to cripple them, not only by orush- 
ing Indemnities hug by docking them 
of every frovince or part of a pro- 
vince In which there is a considerable 
pan-German elem@nt, such &s Russian 
Poland, Schleswig and Silesia, by in- 
ternationalizing the- Kiel canal, by 
razing thelr fortresses and arsenals, 
and by expropriating their fleet, Such

Must Carry War to Finish, 
Sir Chas. Waldstein, teacher and

“The militaristic party in Germany 
cannot be overcome merely by vie- 
tories In the tleld, however essential 
they may be to the final end, But it 
will require the penetration into Ger 
many of the truth concerning the war, 
The majority of the German popula- 
tion, including the thinkers and the 
learned men of that country, have 
never had the means of forming a 
correct judgment concerning the orl- 
gin of the war. the responsibility for 
its inception and the barbarous meth- 
ods by means of which it ts being 
earried on, When once the truth is 
given a chance in Germany the, ma- 
jority of the risht-minded — people 
there wil \themselves break the power 
of the militaristic minority. At pre- 
sent a tine of three thousand marks 
or thirty days’ imprisonment, it is re- 
ported, is imposed on any person in 
possession of a British white paper, 
a Vreneh yellow book. and all other 
documents essential to the formation 
of just opinion, We here have a

I 
find that many English liberalists are 
opposed to any annexation of terrl- 
tory at Germany's expense and hope 
that all German colonies will be re- 
stored in return for the heavy in- 
demnity to be pald Belgium, This 
would, I beliave, be sound polley for 
the leas of territory is seldom = for- 
given by a proud nation and we must 
do everything In our power to awaken 
the slumbering German conscience.
